The wearer of the 
triple tiara wants it understood that 
he is as much Supreme pontiff as were 
any of his predecessors, and like them 
is Infallible and must and shall be 
obeyed. 

The American hog tiolds his own. 
and pork packers look cheerful when 
men engaged in other industries are 
despondent. From March 1, to the 
present date 2,080.000 hogs have been 
packed, as against 815,000 fertile cor- 
responding period last year. 

TJie strawberry crop of the Eastern 
shore, Maryland, is more profitable 
than the oyster crop. This region 
promises to become the great truck- 
ing garden of the Atlantic coast, and 
there is very little Improvable laud in 
it that Is not now under cultivation. 

The Secretary of the Kansas Board 
of Agriculture states tbe web worm is 
not doing a* much damage to corn aa 
it is thought.

Ttie Queen is noted also for three other 
things, ridiculous dressing, stinginess, 
and fondness for Germans and Scotch- 
men. 


Far Christy Sake. 
Id one of my early journeys I 
came, with iny companions, to a 
heathen village on the banks of 
tbe Orange Hirer, We had 
traveled far, and were very hun- 
gry, thirsty, and fatigued ; but 
the people at the village rather 
roughly directed us to halt at a 
distance. We asked for water, 
but they would not supply it. 
I offered tbe three or four bat- 
tone left on my jacket for a 
drink ul milk, bnt it was re- 
fused. We bad the prospect of 
another hungry night, at a dis- 
tance from water, though in 
eight of the river. Wben twi- 
light grew on, a woman 
approached from the height be- 
yond which the village lay. She 
bore on ber head a bundle of 
wood, and had a vessel of milk 
in ber band. The latter, with- 
out opening ber lips, she handed 
to us, laid down the wood, aud 
returned to the village. A sec- 
ond time she approached with a 
cooking vessel on her head, a 
leg of mutton in one hand, and 
a vessel of water in the other. 
She sat down without saying a 
word, prepared tbe fire, aud put 
on tbe meat. We asked her 
again and again who she was. 
She remained silent, until we af- 
fectionately entreated her to 
give a reason for such unlooked- 
for kiudnees to strangers. Then 
tbe tears rolled down her sable 
cheeks, and she replied ; "I love 
Him whose yon are ; and surely 
it is my duty to give you a cup 
of cold water in liis name. My 
heart is full, therefore I can't 
apeak tbe joy I feel at seeing 
you at this out-ol-the-way place." 
On learning a little of her history, 
and that she was a solitary light 
burning in a dark place, I asked 
her Low she kept up the light of 
God in the entire absence or. the 
ooimuuriioii of saints. She drew 
from her bosom a copy of the 
Dutch New Testament, which 
she had received trom Mr, Helm 
when in his school some years 
before. "Tim," said she "is tbe 
fountain whence I drink ; this is 
the oil that makes my lamp 
burn."
